President Roosevelt in his Inst ‘Message, 
has submitted resolutions declaring that 
the President's reply, in which he 

quoted members’ speeches in justifica- 
tion of the strictures, is nota satiafa ary 
answer, and considers that hia nal 
Janguage is not respectful to the House. 


The full text of Mr Roosevelt's remarks, 
to' which such ‘strong. objection haw been 
taken, is as follows :— 

Laat year an aniendment was incor- 

erated in the measure providing for the 
Recret Service, which provided that thero 


_ should be no detail froin the Secret Ser- 


vice and no transfor therefrom, It is not 
too much to say that thisamendment has 
becn of benefit: only, and could be of 
benefit only, to the criminal classes. If. 
doliborately introduced for the purpose of 
Aiminishing tho effectiveness of war ayainst 
crime it could not have been better devised 
to this end. It forbade the practices that 
had been followed to a greater or lesa 
extont by the executive heads of various 
departments for twenty years, To these 
practices we owe. the securing of the 
evidence which enabled us to drive’ great 
Jottaries out of businuss and secure a quarter 
of s million of dellarain fines from their 
_promoters. . These practices have enabled |r 
us to discover some of the moat outrageous { 
frauds in connection with tho theft of 
government, timber by groat corporations 
and by individuals. These practices have 
enabled us to geb some of the evidence in- 
dispensable in order ‘to secure the’convic~ 
tion of the wealthiest and most formidable 
criminals with wliom the Goverdmeat bas 
to deal, both those operating in violation 
_ of the ‘anti- trust law and others. The 
amendment in question was of benefit to 
no one excepting to these criminals, and 
it aeriqualy hampors the Government in the 
detection of crime and the ‘securing of] 
justice, Moreover, it nob only atiects 
departments outside of the Treasury 
but. it tends to hamper tho Secretary 
of the Treasury himself in the offort 
to utiliza tho employees of his depart- 
meant so:as to: best most the requixementa 
of the public service. It torbids him from

On "Wodnesday a lecture on Opium was 
delivered before thy Ewong: Tung Kui In 
Tone Ui, w lovee Anti Oplum Society of 
Canton, by Mr E. W. Thwing, Secretary 
of the International Reform Bureau of 
Washington ‘and delegate’ from Hawaii to 
the Shanghai Opium Oonforonce, | 

He spoke of the great Importance of this 
com'ng patheriny of the nations’te aid in 
Chinn’a fight aguinst the opium evil, and 
said: that ‘‘the great nations which 
stand for right aud world progress must 
oarnestly unite so that dofinite action 
for real good may be accomplished at 
the coming conference, Our presont: 
honored Presidont, Theodore Roosevelt, is 
now, and bas ever been, a true friend of 
China. Hon. Willlam H, Taft, the Pre. 
aidont Elect of the United States, well 


understands conditions in the Enst. He 
believes in the same policy of friendship 
and fair play, The prosperity of the East 
means the prosperity of the West.” Mr 
-Thwing also spoke of Amorica’s great in- 
terest in the opium. question, new opium 
laws being vow bolore the Congress :
